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Ottawa, March 27th— Work on that 
gigantic pfoject the St. Lawreuce 
seaway is expected to start by mid- 
summer, The Agreement signed at 
Ottawa on the 19th has still to be ap- 
proved by Congress and after that by 
Parliament, but no very serious ob- 
stacle to the passage of the agree- 
ment is expected in either capital. 
There is certain to be considerab « 
opposition in the United States Sen 
ate, which refused to ratify the 1932 
treaty, but in the form of an agree 
ment only a bare majority of both 
houses is needed and in these day: 
when the President’s policy of aid to 
Britain moves forward with rapid 
strides, the St. Lawrence agreement 
80 vigorously advocated by President 
Roosevelt is sure to override all bar- 
tiers, 

In Canada too, it would be idle to 
deny, there are some strong oppon 
ents to the waterway project. Some of 
these will be heard in the halls of 
parliament, Anxiety is felt over the 
possible adverse effect of the seaway 
on St. Lawrence ports. There is the 
question of cost. Uncertainty has been 
felt over the advisability of engaging 
on such an expensive enterprise in 
wartime, when the financial resour- 
ces are strained by war’s demands. 
Canada’s share of power costs am- 
outning to $64,125,00 is assumed by 
Ontario, The net cost of the enter- 
prise to the federal treasury is plac- 
ed at $42,363,000. But the construc- 
tion of the seaway and power develop- 
ment has been strongly urged by the 
President as a vital need in this time 
of crisis. The power to be installed 
will be needed for war aid and de- 
fence industries, and the deep water- 
way will afford an outlet for naval 
and cargo vessels constructed in 
Great Lakes shipyards. The words in 
the President’s letter to Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King which read 
that the United States government's 
‘is determined to supply such aid in 
material to Great Britain, the mem- 
bers of the British ommonwealth and 
their allies as may be necessary to 
enable them to bring the war to a 
successful termination” are of a nat- 
ure to blunt the sharp point of crit- 
icism, It is the waterway in the light 
of a great war enterprise that ensures 
its passage in parliament. 

The government of Ontario which 
earlier opposed the construction of 
the seaway, now favors it because of 
impending shortage of electric power 
for war industries. Hydro-electric 
plants to be installed on the St. Law- 
rence, when the river is dammed at 
Barnhart Island will generate 2,200,- 
000 horse power of electric energy, 
and half of this will be available for 
Ontario industries. Ontario was also 
given in advance the use of power 
generated at Niagara Falls from wat- 
er diverted into Lake Superior from 
Ogoki and Kenogami rivers in North- 
western Ontario. 

In the estimate of 266 million dol- 
larg as the cost of the enterprise at 
the international section of the river, 
are included charges for the rehabili- 
tation of towns along the Canadian 
side which will be flooded by the lake 
formed by the Barnhart Island dam. 
Morrisburg and Iroquois will be the 
main sufferers. The present site of 
Iroquois will be under water, and half 
at least of Morrisburg. The famous 
Long Sault rapids will become a mem. 
ory, and the whole Northern littoral 
of the river for 35 miles at ieast will 
be entirely transformed. Vast dykes 
will protect Cornwall. It will be for 
engineers and town planners to cre- 
ate a place of beauty and utility along 
the new bank and surrounding territ- 
ory. Many see a vast industrial devel: 
opment along the St. Lawrence in the 
years to come, but for the present, it 
is the effectiveness of the plan as a 
war measure that will guide debate. 

Some complaint was heard in the 
commons that a full month or more 
should have been taken in the discus: 
sion of Canada’s war appropriation 
of $1,300,000,000 while the House of 
representatives at Washington passed 
an appropriation of 7 billion in four 
days. The discussion of the resolution 
in the Dominion House afforded an 
opportunity for members to review 
Canada’s war effort in practically ev- 
ery phase. The misister of the three 
defence departments, the ministers 
of munitions and supply and of war 
services and the minister of finance 
were all questioned closely and some- 


times sharply. During the course oi 
the debate they were able sometimes 
by answering iso'ated questions and 
sometimes by full statements to give 
an accounting of the progress of the 
vital work of their departments. 

The n regilations that have been 
is ucd in regard to training under the 
mobilization act, aim ai protecting 
the labor supply for war industry. 
This has been a thorny question. Un 
der the new regulations the minister 
may send to district boards who call 
out men for their military training, 
lists of essential war industries. This 
list will guide the boards on the ques- 
tion of postponing calls. The import- 
ant point is to prevent industries be- 
ing crippled by calling out “key men.” 
Under the present four months’ train- 
ing plan about 40,000 men will be re- 
ceiving military instruction all the 
time, the House was told by Col. Ral- 
ston, These men are available for 
home defence under the legislation, 
but the plan by training those who 
have enlisted for overseas will pro 
vide instruction for the maximum 
forces needed for service abroad. 

During teh next few days there is 
expected to be a lively debate on the 
hew estimates for 35 million dollars 
{ntroduced by the minister of agricul- 
ture. This amount is to be appropria- 
ted to pay farmers for reducing their 
wheat acreage in this spring seeding. 
A bonus of $4 an acre is to be paid for 
changing wheat to summer fallow and 
$2 from wheat to coarse grains. Most 
of the criticism will come from mem- 
bers representing farming communit- 
les in Eastern Canada.

Canadian Red 
Cross Society 


A terse cable from Canadian Red 
Cross Headquarters in London, Eng., 
has called for unlimited quantities 
of blankets, quilts and relief clothing 
Dr Fred W. Routley, announced re- 
cently, 

In the past 70 days ,the Red Cross 
in England has released such stagger- 
ing quantities of woollen comforts, re- 
lief clothing and surgical supplies, 
that the Overseas office has stated 
that further shipments “in as large 
quantities as possible” will be urgent- 
ly required. To refugee committees 
alone including the Polish, and the 
Women's Voluntary Services have 
been given since January 376,055 
woollen comforts anl 225,666 articles 
of relief clothing. Blankets, quilts 
and relief clothing are needed immed- 
iately. Major Scott has cabled and 
further supplies will be wanted short- 
ly of socks, sweaters, scarves, hel- 
mets, gloves, mitts, pyjamas, bed jac- 
kets, dressing gowns, T-bandages, and 
wash cloths, To date the Canadian 
Red Cross has devoted two million 
dollars to the relief of bomb victims 
in England,

Our civilization and our way oi 
life is not permanent, unless we, by 
the Grace of God, make it so, The in 
terpretation of the ethics of Jesus in 
the life of today is a National Pro 
blem. 

The speaker said — the West is 
not Canada’s only problem. We must 
learn how to become a nation, not a 
division of 5, 6 or 7 or more separate 
entities. 

Our hope for a new World Order 
must start now, not with official pro- 
paganda, but in the heart of the com: 
mon man, and you and I must have a 
heart, mind and soul to make it so. 

To mould the spirit of man — that 
is the part of religious educcation in 
mankind in the world of today. 

Mr McMurray, Supt. of the Sunday 
School had spared no pains, and _ to 
him much of the credit is due for the 
very successful evening. 

Many improvements are necessary 
to properly equip the Sunday Schoo) 
rooms, and the receipts about $25.00 
will be devoted to this purpose.

LIONS CLUB MEETING 


Dr. Giffen was the centre of atten- 
tion for a good part of the evening on 
Thursday last, at the meeting of the 
Lions, He was proudly displaying a 
medallion of the Founder of Lionism, 
which had been presented to him by 
Lions International, for service in the 
January Birthday campaign.

An unusually interesting address 


was given by Lion Don Wright, when 
he spoke to the club on Insurance. 
Insurance, said Don, was a very dull 
and uninteresting subject, but it was 
all he knew. With a very clever 
build-up, he launched {nto an histori- 
cal account of the development of in 
surance. It was used as far back as 
3000 B. C., he stated, by the early 
Phoenician traders for their shipping 
Then again, the shippers who started 
to build up the traditions of tha 
trading of Britain, had some sort of 
an arrangement to recompense those 
ainong them who suffered losses, but 
this was based on no liabilities or fig 
ures.. more or less a personal ar. 
rangement. Before long, companies 
began to form, not only to insure 
shipping, but also for loss by fire, etc 
Each insurance company maintained 
their own fire department, and hung 
the firm emblem on the doors of build. 
ings insured by them, When an alarm 
Was rung in, they looked to see if 
they were responsible, and if not, let 


it burn. Through the years, said the 
speaker, a great deal of insurance 
companies, grew u pthrough the in- 


cluding of trick clauses in the policy, 
and such methods; so much so that 
the government intervened, and made 
certain regulations. Now most polic: 
ies are standard forms, except in cer- 
tain very specific cases. Today, there 
is no worry over the figures of liab- 
ility. They are scientifically ascert- 
ained, and worked out, In teh older 
days of insurance, they were always 
guess-work. Now, they are based op 
the laws of probabilities, developed 
over the years, and the rates are bas- 
ed on these. That is to say, he said, 
themember companies of the Board, 
run this way. Some firms still stab at 
rates, There are a number of various 
forms on insurance, he stated. There 
is board insurance, and there are in 
Western Canada, he stated, 187 mem- 


ber companies of the Board. Then 
there are the mutuals; because of 
their non-profit nature, they claim 


that they can give lower rates; there 
ara reciprocals, where many firms 
in teh same line of business insure 
themselves together; there is self-in- 
surance, state insurance, and Lloyd's 
which is more a system of booking 
bets, 

In the last few years, said the spea- 
ker, there have been many improve- 
ments in the general policies. They 
now give more and broader coverage. 
For example, in addition fire cover: 
age, you can get in the same policy, 
coverage from any or all of such 
items as wind, hail, war risk, sabot- 
age, lightning, and many other risks, 
There is a policy insuring personal 
property floater --e one that covers, 
as teh speaker said, “anything, any- 
where,” There is an all-risk crop pol- 
‘cy under consideration, 

In finishing Mr Wright, said that 
the average man looks on insurance 
as at best a nuisance, but one that is 
most necessary.

SCOUT NOTES 


For Chief Scout Of The 
British Commonwealth— 

The appointment of Lord Somers, 
Deputy Chief Scout to the late Lord 
Baden-Powell, as Chief Scout for the 
United Kingdom, and later announce- 
ment of a suggestion that Lord Som- 
ers be made Chief Scout of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, has special inter- 
est for Canadians, 

In 1912, as a young men, Lord Som. 
ers spent some time on a farm near 
Pickering, Ont., associated with his 
brother-in-law, the young Lord Hyde 

Older neighbors still recall] him ag 
a tall, fair young man, who particip 
ated cordially in the life of the com 
munity. He became an affiliated 
member of the local Masonic Lodge, 
and as organist accompanied mem 
bers on fraternal wisits to other Lod 
ges. He was made a sidesman of the 
Anglican church, 

It was the plan of the two young 
noblemen to carry on mixed farming, 
specializing in fruit. The plan was 
cut short by the sudden death in Eng- 
land of Lord Hyde's father, the Earl 
of Clarendon, and the succession of 
Lord Hyde to the title. 

Lord Somers saw active service 
throughout the first Great War, first 
as a Lieutenant-Colonel of the Life 
Guards and later as O. C, of a unit of 
the then new Tank Corps, in which 
he notably distinguished himself, 
winning the M. C. and D. S. O. 

In 1926 Lord Somers was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of Victoria, Aus 
tralia, and it was there that he be- 
tame active in Scouting, as Chief 
Scout of the State. He returned to 
Australia as acting Governor-General 
in 1930. 

From the first, Lord Somers was a 
keen and active Scouter. He took the 
regular Wood Badge training course 
at Gilwell Park, and as “Scout” Som- 
ers of the Wood Pigeon Patrol did 
his turn at all duties, including cook 
and cookee, 

He was made Deputy Chief Scout 
at Lord Baden-Powell’s request in 
1937, and was leader of the British 
contingent in that year to the 6th 
World Scout Jamboree in Holland. 

Early in the present war, after hav- 
ing played a large part in the organi- 
zation of British Scouts for war ser- 
vices, he was claimed by the Red 
yess, and sent as Commissioner for 
the Middle East to organize relief 
in Turkey, Palestine, Iran and adjac- 
ent countries. 

The appointment of Lord Somers 
as Chief Scout of theBritish Common- 
wealth will be made upon the formal 
approval of the Boy Scout Associa- 
tions of the various countries of the 
Empire. According to announcement 
by Lord Hampton, Chief Scou Com- 
missioner, the late Lord Baden-Pow- 
ell’s title, “Chief Scout of the World,” 
will be kept exclusively as a memor- 
fal for all time to the founder of the 
great world Scout movement.

Althiugh it is still far too soon to} 
judge, finally and irrevocably, actions 
and decisions of leaders of our own j 
time, with history alone deserving of 
such an assignment, yet there is one 
exteremely important phase of Win- 
ston Churchill's career that has been 
already misjudged in the popular 
mind. It is the subject of | Winston 
Churchill and Neville Chamberlain, 

It is quite true that Winston Char 
chill did not agree with Neville Cham 
berlain’s policy of appeasement to- 
wards the dictators before the  dis- 
memberment of Czecho-Slovakia 
when Chamberlain displayed great 
outward calm amidst a storm of crit- 
icism and applause from all sides 
that accompanied the Munich Paci 
and that followed when there was 4 
“wanton violation of a solemn pledge” 
by the totalitarian partners to thi: 
agreement, causing Britain unde: 
Chamberlain to start for the first 
time in history a policy of guarantee- 
ing frontiers in Eastern Europe and 
for the first time since Cromweli in 
augurating the conscription of mar 
for teh armed forces in times of sup 
posed peace. But it is likewise true 
that Winston Churchill's ideas on this 
appeasement attitude was shared by 
many other big political leaders in 
the nation who remained comparat- 
ively silent during some delicate man- 
oeuvres in the crisis, though when the 
Munich Pact showed the crimina) 
mind of the dictators there was a vir 
tual bombardment of opposition from 
all the big political guns, including 
Clement Attlee, Alfred Duff-Cooper, 
Eden and great many others, There 
was no doubt that the Munich Pact 
lacked wholehearted approval of the 
National Government under Chamber- 
lain, 

However, it must not be contused 
with another issue, Winston Churchill 
hated appeasement all his life and 
this was his pronounced attitude to- 
wards Neville Chamberlain's efforts 
to appease the dictators, Neverthe- 
less, this does not mean that Chur- 
chill did not like Chamberlain. In 
fact, it was only after Chamberlain's 
conduct of the war until the German 
offensive of May 1940 appeared hes- 
itant and his prestige bas been hurt 


| by the campaign in Norway, that it 
1 became clear to all that’ Churchill's 


succession to the Premiership was 
only a question of time, with the pub- 
lic trend forcing the strengthening of 
the Churchill war party as against 
all appeasers in public life, culminat- 
ing with the retirement of Neville 
Chapiberlain fiom the Premiership

But it is also a help to 
our country, our whole Empire, and 
our decent, faithful way of life, and 
however dark may be the clouds | 
which overhang our path, no future 
generation of English-speaking folk, 
for that is the tribunal to which we | 
appeal no such generation wiil | 
doubt that even at great cost to our: | 
selves in technical preparation, we | 
are guiltless of the blood, terror and | 
misery which have engulfed so many | 
lands and people and yet seek new | 
victims still. “These were the words | 
of Winston Churchill and in these | 
lines can be found the key to the es- | 
timation of the present great leader | 
of all free men of the peace-seeking 
header whom he had succeeded, 

Winston Churchill's humanitarian 
principles seemed to aid him to under- 
stand and tg appreciate how Neville 
Chamberlain was deceived and be 
trayed by the beastly leaders of the | 
totalitarian states whose falsity and 
fraud could not be practised on him.

Cereal Varieties 

Ten different varieties of hard red 
spring wheat are officially recom- 
mended for use in various parts of 
the prairie provinces. As a result of 
extensive experimental work, it is 
known fairly well to what conditions 
each variety is adapted. In each of 
the three provinces, a Cereal Variety 
Zonation Committee is responsible 
for making official recommendations 
as to the varieties which should be 
grown in each district, These recom- 
mendations should be used as a 
general guide in making a choice. It 
is, of course, recognized that there 
are local districts to which varieties 
not officially recommended may be 
well adapted. However, it is wise to 
follow the official advice unless there 
is a very good reason for not doing so. 

Seven varieties of oats, eleven of 
barley and three of flax are to be 
found on the recommended Lists. 

In order to assist government in- 
stitutions in making the necessary 
information readily available to far- 
mers, all grain buyers of Line 
Elevator Companies associated with 
the Agricultural Department have 
been provided with printed copies of 
cereal variety recommendations. 

In order to secure maximum re- 
turns, it is necessary to use pure seed 
of the right variety. 

So long as supplies last, copies of 
recommendations may be obtained 
from: 

Manitoba—Extension Service, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Winnipeg. 

Saskatchewan—Extension Depart- 
ment, University of Saskatchewan, 
Saskatoon; Field Crops Commission- 
er, Department of Agriculture, 
Regina. .

Certainly the Government is trying 
to lessen the wheat problem by cur- 
tailing the acreage, but the price of 
70c is not a reasonable level, compar- 
ed with the cost of other commodities, 


Alberta Pool 
Chairman Commentse— | 


Commenting on the new govern: 
ment wheat policy, as announced in 
the House of Commons on Wednesday, 
Lew Hutchinson, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Alberta 


| Wheat Pool, said— 


“I think the main criticism of the 
federal government's wheat policy is 
the continuance of the low price of 
70c a bushel, basis Number One 
Northern at the terminal. This price, 
as most western people know, means 
an average net of around 48c a bush- 
el for Alberta farmers when the de- 
ductions for freight and handling 
charges are made and the grades av- 
eraged, 

“The Wheat Pools contend that if 
an artitrary reduction of deliveries is 
put into effeci, the price should be! 
raised to a reasonable level. They do 
not by any means consider 70c as 
reasonable level. The great mass of 
western farmers cannot possibly make 
a decent living with wheat at such a 
price, 

“The proposal to bonus curtailment 


of acreage by paying four dollars an/| 


acre is a good one, as is also the bon- 
using of coarse grain production over 
last year’s acreage and the seeding of 
grass. Admittedly, aur wheat acreage 
is entirely too iarge for the available 
market. 

“I think, too, that the government 
may place the Wheat Board in diffi. 
culty by not raising the price by at 
least 6c as there are many millions of 
bushels yet to be delivered from the 
1940 crop. 

“The price of that wheat plus the 
farm storage will be 76c on July 9th 
and there will be a great rush to get 
it delivered before July 31st when the 
price reverts to 70c,” 


Government Wheat 
Policy Outlined— 

On Wednesday in the House of 
Commons at Ottawa the government's 
eight-point wheat policy was announ- 
ced jointly by Hon J. A. MacKinnon 
and Hon. J. G. Gardiner. 

The main features are as follows-- 

1—Limitation of deliveries to the 
Wheat Board or open market to 230 
million bushels for the coming crop 
year. 

2—A bonus of $4 per acre on reduc: | 
ed wheat acreage which is in summer- 
fallow on July lst, 1941. 

3—A bonus of $2 per acre on land 
turned over from wheat to coarse) 
grains this year. | 

4—A bonus of $2 per acre on wheat | 
land turned over to grass or clover, | 

5—A continued price of 70c per 
bushel for teh reduced volume of 
wheat to be purchased by the Board. 

6—Continued payment of storage to 
the farmer on the 230 million bushels 
which the government undertakes to 
purchase out of the 1941 crop. 

7—Continuation of the quota sys- 
tem of deliveries, based on the produc-

8—No change in the processing levy
